Monticdlo, the old home of Thomas Jefferson 
in Albemarle County, Va., is for sale, 
t 
Jefferson M. Levy of New York, the owner, has 
consented to a notice of sale being published. 
Monticdlo is in the foothills of the Southwest 
Mountains, and is washed by the Rivanna River. 
It is part ol the original patent obtained by Peter 
Jefferson, the father of Thomas, who had for a 
neighbor there John Randolph. 
Thcmas Jefferson began the construction of his 
home in 1769 or 1770, and it wa« in 1772 that he 
carried hi3 bride there.. He was his own architect 
and he adapted many of the ideas that he became 
acquainted with in his foreign travels. 
After'his service as President, he was reduced 
to a state of comparative poverty, and it was only 
through the assistance of friends that he was 
able to retain the estate during his life. It was his 
home for fifty-six years, ljuA its sals after his 
death was compulsory in order that 
his 
debts 
might be paid, a task which was accomplished 
wtih the aid of Thomas Jefferson Randolph, the
